NEW YORK, Jan, 18.—(4)— 
Badly frightened, 13-year-old Je- 
rome Charmak inadvertently halted 
part of a heavily armed convoy of 
$120,000,000 in United States treas- 
ury gold tonight. 

Bewildered by the scream of po- 
lice sirens as the line of trucks was 
about to enter Pennsylvania station, 
where the bullion was entrained for 
the government's new Vaulis at Fort 
Knox, Ky., he ran into the side of 
a passing car. 

Traffic, including four gold-laden 
trucks, halted. Alert treasury 
agents, postal inspectors and police 
stood waiting for a suspicicus move. 

But it was only Jerome's tears 
that required aitention. An ambu- 
lance surgeon wiped them away and 
sent him to his home, 

The shipment was the first of 
$2,000,000,000 worth which will be 
sent from the United States assay 
office here to Fort Knox between 
now and May 1.

Saylor Insanity Plea 
Is Rejected by Jury

' CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Jan. 18.— 
(P)—A Bartow county superior court 
jury today rejected Preston Saylor’s 
plea of insanity in his second trial for 
the slaying of his brother November 
5, 1935, and Judge Claude Pittman 
‘continued the case until March. 

Later, defense counsel asked for a 
new trial on the insanity plea and 
Judge Pittman set a hearing on the 
motion for February 27. 

Convicted later in November, 19335, 
he was sentenced to life imprisonment 
when the jury recommended mercy. 
Four months later he escaped and 
| was captured, but won a new trial 
when the etate supreme court ruled 
| Judge Pittman erred in denying de- 
fense attorneys additional time to 
prepare the case. 

The decision of the jury today in 
‘special insanity hearing is the second 
time Saylor has been declared sane. 
|Prior to his first trial he was ad- 
_ Judged sane by a special commission 
‘of physicians.

World’s Window 


BY PIERRE VAN PAASSEN, 


Dress Suits. 


I went to the opening night of Max 
Reinhardt’s “Eternal Road” in a 
dress suit. The boys told me this was 
absolutely necessary. President Roose- 
velt’s mother would bé there, Jim Far- 
ley, Mayor La Guardia, Gerard Swope’ 
Eugene Meyer and who else not. More- 
over, the professor, that is to say 
Reinhardt himself, wanted to speak 
to me. 


It so happened that I served as in- 
termediary in Paris three years ago 
between Reinhardt and the producers 
of the present play. The show was a 
grand success. Nothing like it has ever 
been shown on the American stage, or 
any other stage for that matter. Stu- 
pendous, tremendous, fantastic, every 
superlative is permissible. But... . 


It’s the kind of play that I would 
want to see with my feet perched on 
| the railing. It lasts three fu'l borrs. 
| When I looked around and sow all the 
men equally foolishly corseted and 
harnessed, I thought by myself: “What 
a lot of fools we are really.” Even 
the conversation round and about was 
dressy, formal, stiff, the surest anti- 
dote to free art. The laughter sounded 
hollow, shallow, put on for the occa- 
sion. Everything became artificial. 

Later, when we adjourned with 
some of the chief actors and actresses 
to a neighboring hotel for a little re- 
freshment, we sat around like waxen 
mannequins. The girls are better off, 
I think. The more formal their cos- 
tume, the less there is of it. The more 
formal we want to appear, the more 
we put on, until giving somebody the 
high sign becomes as ponderous a ges- 
ture as a dreadnaught moving into 
drydock. 


Now about the critics. 
of them went into 
about the spectacle. They used super- 
latives and almost exhausted their 
stock of them. But I have yet to read 
a single appreciation of tbe spiritual 
meaning, or any meaning at all, of the 
“Eternal Road.” That there is an 
abundance of color, magic lighting ef- 
| fects, wondrous scenes of beauty, a lit- 
tle boy can see. 


| Is a critic not supposed to see a 
little more? Must he not delve beneath 
the surface? What is the Eternal 
Road? Whose road is it? Where does 
it lead? Did Reinhardt indicate the 
right direction? What message did 
Reinhardt wish to convey? Or did he 
merely desire to feast the eye? 

Nobody seems to have noticed that 
in the Biblical scene of Abraham sac- 
rificing Isaac, or about to sacrifice 
the boy, which is a scene of chiar- 
oscuro Rembrandtesque colors, the 
background is altogether out of har- 
mony with the focal play. In the 
background suddenly appesrs a huge 
ladder swarming with white angels 
with aureoles. In the first’ place, an- 
gels as such, are alien to Hebrew re- 
ligious tradition. Angels with halos 
he a pre-Renaissance Italian inven- 
ion. 


Here you had Rembrandt with a 
Giotto background. It did not harmon- 
ize, because the two do not belong to- 
gether. Herr Professor Reinhardt here 
sacrificed to the American taste, or 
what he thinks to be the American 
taste, for the spectacular. Sacrifice is 
a nice way for saying betrayal... 
in this connection. 

Then, there were the 11 sons of 
Jacob coming to Joseph to buy grain 
in Egypt. Who was Joseph? He was 
the vice Pharaoh of the Nile kingdom, 
the major domo of a court matchless 
in splendor.

BALL PUSHING WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Vague happenings late- 
ly relating to labor and peace have spurred specu- 

lation about what President Roosevelt may be up to on the eve of his 
second inaugural, | 

His political pal, Senator Norris, is rounding up the liberals for what 
seems to be a constitutional amendment drive, although the President 
is out against an amendment. John L. Lewis, who holds a $50,000 
mortgage on the Democratic national committee, has suddenly come 
around to negotiating for a settlement of the auto strike. The most 
important, politico-business authority in England, Walter Runciman, is 
coming down to spend the next week end at the White House. A French 
emisarry is packing his trunk to come over to talk debts. 

What these confusing events probably add up to is best summarized 
by one of his devoted associates, who says: ' 

“The President is just pushing the ball around and letting everyone 
kick it. When they get it into the right position, he will take it and 
run for another touchdown.” 


EXPLORATION This is also the answer being offered super-au- 

thoritatively to the question of whom Mr. Roose- 
velt is behind. They say he is not behind anyone except himself. That 
is, he is permitting all his associates and friends to promote their own 
individual schemes in their own ways. He is encouraging international 
conversations about trade, debt payments and peace. But he is not bind- 
ing himself to any particular program or individual. He is not promot- 
ing any pet formula held in the back of his mind. 

This, they say, is the best possible technique to work out solutions 
of the most perplexing problems of modern statesmanship. It is tem- 
porarily confusing, and uncertain, but so is all exploratory work. 

Those who are in the President’s confidence believe the method being 
used is the best guarantee of success. They are looking forward to at 
least one touchdown shortly, possibly two. 

Note—lIn view of this explanation, the second inaugural is probably 
premature. The President apparently is not ready to tell all. What 
he is up to for his second term may be more fully disclosed by more 
specific inaugurals a couple of months hence. 


CONFLICT Those off-the-record trade conversations with Britain 

have developed a very important new point. The pre- 
liminary dealing has all been unofficial, of course, so officials are in a 
position to deny everything. However, the British are known to have 
suggested with some force that the Roosevelt-Hull neutrality program 
seems to conflict with the Roosevelt reciprocal trade program. The 
suggestion was somewhat amazing to Mr. Hull’s force of young foreign 
trade salesmen. They had not encountered the argument seriously 
before. : 

It seems to be true Britain will either be a belligerent or a supply 
depot on one side or the other in the next war. Under the neutrality 
program, our dealings with her would, in either event, be stopped. The 
British are naturally unexcited about a trade agreement which would be 
cut off at a time when it would be most needed from her standpoint. 

Our trade salesmen have pointed out to the far-sighted British that, 
even if their hypothesis came to pass, Britain could still continue exports 
to this country. That prospect of unbalanced trade, however, is ad- 
mittedly not very alluring. 

The right answer has not yet been found. It may turn wp before 
Mr. Runciman arrives Friday. Of course, Britain could solve the prob- 
lem by adopting a neutrality program similar to ours, but that does not 


seem likely.

country are not required to pay any 
federal tax on this money and that in 
states which have a state income tax

_ It is also worth mentioning again 
just now at the approach of the an- 
nual ordeal of figures and schedules 
that federal officials and employes are 
exempt from state income taxes. 


There is a touching exchange of 
courtesies between the two authorities. 
The federal government, with a fastidi- 
ous regard for the integrity. of state 
and local government generously de- 
clines to exact either a tax or an ac- 
counting from officials and employes 
of the subdivisions. Those states which 
have their own income taxes on pro- 
ducers and earners as well as on the 
idle rich, extend a similar courtesy to 
federal officers and employes.

These constitutional offices include 
that of mayor and governor and many 
positions on the bench and there are 
among the totally exempt salaries of 
some of the most luscious public re- 
wards in the United States.

“A jealous man may have followed 
the couple to their trysting place,’ 
he said, “and then killed them. The 
wounds are so brual that only a jeal- 
ous man or a sex-crazed degenerate 
would have inflicted them. The man’s 
head was nearly severed. 

“If a jealous suitor did not kill 
them, I am inclined to think it was a 
degenerate, who watched them a while, 
and then attacked them, killing the 
man first, and then assaulting and 
killing the girl. That is just my per- 
sonal opinion and purely speculation.” 

Mrs. Bullard, the girl’s mother, dis- 
counted the “jealous suitor” theory. 

“She was a home-loving girl and in- 
til she started going with Mr. Nichols 
a few weeks ago she had not had a 
regular boy friend,” she said. ‘No- 
body but a crazy person could have 


them walking near the cemetery and 
attacked them and killed them.” 

The coroner said he found $3 in 
a little sack under the girl’s torn 
clothing, but there was no money on 
Nichols.

RAINS WREAK HAVOC; 
FLOOD PERIL SPREADS 


Streams Throughout Ohio 
Valley Glutted; Hundreds 
Flee to Hills. 


By the Associated Press. 

Drenching downpours wrought new 
havoc along glutted streams in the 
muddy Ohio valley yesterday. | 

Rains ranging from one to more. 
than two inches sent the mighty Ohio | 
out of its banks in some sectors and 
raised fear of serious flood damage 
along its 980-mile course from Pitts- 
burgh to Cairo, III. 

The broad river and its tributaries 
swelled steadily. Hundreds of low- 
landers joined several thousand others 
who had fled to the hills. Red Cross 
units established quarters to care for 
refugees in the inundated areas. In- 
dustrial plants which lost $1,000,000 
worth of machinery in floods last 
March moved equipment. 

Battle at Levees. 

An army of workmen strengthened 
levees. Turbid waters swashed 
through the streets of several com- 
munities and coursed over thousands 
of acres of land. ‘Several idle strip 
mines were engulfed in Indiana. 


of merchants in the danger zones 
boarded up store fronts and carried 
stock to upper floors. At least four 
deaths were attributed to the inun- 
dations. 

A forecast of fair weather with 
temperatures dropping as low as 18 
degrees presaged the end of the exces- 
sive rainfall in Illinois, Indiana, Mis- 
souri and QOhio. These states bore 


the brunt of the flood damage, al- 
though streams splashed over the 
countryside also in Arkansas, Ten- 


nessee and Kentucky. 
Flood at Cincinnati. | 

Cincinnati experienced its 31st flood 
in 54 years. The Ohio river reached 
the 55-foot level there, three feet above 
flood stage, and was expected to reach 
o8 or 60 feet by Thursday. 

The Muskingum and Licking riv- 
ers submerged highways near Zanes- 
ville. Marietta shop keepers trans- | 
ported stock to upper floors. Cot- | 
tage dwellers were routed along the 
Little Miami. The Red Cross cared 
for 27 persons at Newtown. Deputies 
rescued four children from a marooned 
home at Miami Grove. Two hundred 
residents of Rome were isolated. Wa- 
ter swirled through Ripley streets. 


Fifteen families evacuated  theiz 
hopses at Manchester. 

Pittsburgh Conditions. 
Meteorologists warned riverside 
householders at Pittsburgh that 


streams would probably go beyond 
flood levels today. A crest of 28 or 
29 feet was predicted at the conflu- 
ence of the Allegheny, Moncngahela | 
and Ohio there. Flood stage is 25. | 

At Henderson, Ky., a crest of 47.5 | 
feet—nine and a half over flood stage 
—was expected Friday. Virtually all 
of Union township, Indiana, was un- 
der water. Boats provided the only 
transportation for hundreds of bot- 
tom land folk. 

The body of Indiana’s second flood 
victim was recovered from the White 
river at Indianapolis. A number of 
families in Evansville prepared to 
leave their dwellings as the weather 
bureau advised the overburdened Ohio | 
river would reach the highest stage | 
since 1933.

Citizens of Johnstown, Pa.,_ the |

Two bodies were found in the 
Franklin county flood sector of Illi- 
nois.

8.6 beyond the flood mark. Approxi- | 
mately 50 families retreated.

The Kaskakia river poured through 
five breaks in levees in Fayette county. 

The War Department sent CCC boys 
to the aid of army engineers seeking 
to bulkwalk dykes along the St. Fran- 
cis in Missouri.

bankments flooded &,000 acres and 100 
homes near Paragould, Ark: The rising 
Coldwater and Tallahatchie rivers 
threatened several counties in the 
north Mississippi delta.

There must be an end to a conduct 
in banking and in business which too 
often has given to a sacred trust the

The President is expected to touch 
again upon the stubborn problem of 
unemployment and relief. He has 
made no secret of his feeling that cer- 
tain employers are retarding re-em- 
ployment by lengthening hours of 
work in the face of increased produc- 
tion. He is determined to obtain a 
program of maximum hours and mini- 
mum wages from congress. Until all 
industry co-operates with the govern- 
ment to stimulate employment, Mr. 
Roosevelt will continue his policy that 
no American will be permitted to go 
hungry. 

In March 4, 1933, the President 
said: 

“Our greatest primary task is to 
put people to work. This is no un- 
solvable problem if we face it wisely 
and courageously. .. .” 

He linked unemployment with the

remedy, in part, by a national scale 
campaign of redistribution to provide 
better use of the land for those best

The stock market adjustment, which 
may lead to a general market reces- 
sion, gained headway today because 
of unfavorable automobile strike de- 
velopments. 

Motors led the decline with losses 
ranging to more than 2 points, but 
a few sections of the list were sup- 
ported and the close was only irregu- 


larly lower. Trading volume was 
2.860.000 shares. 
Failure of negotiations between 


General Motors Corporation and labor 
leaders was the chief disturbing fac- 
tor. 

But most major operators are ex- 
tremely wary of new commitments. 
Many feel that a fairly sizeable reac- 
tion is in the making. 

The chief sustaining influence comes 
from the steel industry. Despite the 
curtailment of automobile orders pro- 
duction this week is scheduled at 80.6 
per cent of capacity, the highest rate 
since February 18, 1930, and a gain 
of 1.8 points from the preceding week. 
This means, of course, that produc- 
tion is at the heaviest rate since 1929 
for theoretical capacity of plants has 
been lifted since 1930. 

Other favorable factors were: Rub- 
ber companies lifted their prices about 
6 per cent because of the recent ad- 
vance in the price of crude rubber 
which will help in building up the 


profit margin of the companies; gen- 
eral industrial expansion plans and 
private surveys showing that the elec- 
tric light and power industry this year 
will spend about $425,000,000, a gain 
of around 45 per cent over similar 
expenditures in 1936.

The opening lead by West, charae- 
terized as “brilliant” by the corre- 
spondent who sent me the hand, was 
the queen of clubs. 1 must say that I 
sympathize heartily with his enthu- 
siasm. The reasoning that motivated 


this lead was not described, but it is 
not difficult to imagine the leader’s 


'thought processes. As in most hands, 


the process of elimination undoubted- 
ly played a large part in the selec- 
tion of clubs. Certain a diamond was 
out of the question from the tenace 
position. The singleton heart offered 
no future since, even if West “hit” 
his partner with a splendid heart suit, 


he would be unable to continue the 
lead 


at a later point. The presence 
of three low spades in West's hand 
militated against finding East with 
spade strength to make 
that opening advantageous. Thus, it 
was not difficult to arrive at a club 
as the only logical lead, but it must 
be conceded that the specific selec- 
tion of the queen was beautifully 
imaginative. 

West undoubtedly felt that if de- 
clarer had the ace-king-jack nothing 
would be either lost or gained by the 
lead of the queen rather than a low 
ecard, but that if he should be fortu- 
nate enough to pick up the blank 
jack either in the dummy or in East’s 


| hand, the tempo gained would be all- 


important. 

The shrewdness of his analysis is 
apparent on scrutiny of the four 
hands. Had West opened any club

AKRON, Ohio, Jan. 18.—(#)—Four 
major rubber companies announced in- | 
creases of six per cent in the retail 
price of tires today. The increases 
went into effect throughout the coun- 
try today.

Felling a Tree. 


When they go forth to fell the 
trees, lumberjacks take with them 
axes and saws. These tools have been 
in use for thousands of years. Men 
of the Stone Age had stone hand-axes 
with which they could eut down young 
trees, and before the Stone Age was 
over the ax-head with a handle was 
Stone Age men also used 
a crude kind of saw, made from flint. 
Perhaps the bill of a dead sawrfish, 
washed ashore with the tide, gave peo- 


ple the idea of making such a tool.

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When a tree is to be felled, the 
usual thing is to start with blows 
of the ax. A “notch” or very deep 
eut may be made with the ax, but 
then the saw is employed. Often the 
saw is a cross-cut blade six or eight 
feet long, with a handle at each end, 
pulled back and forth by two men, 

That is the most common way of 
cutting a tree, but it is not the only 
In some places, as in Eastern 
Canada, the one-man saw is widely 
used for felling pulp-wood trees. In 
some spruce forests, where the trees 
are not of great size, the ax is the 
only tool employed for cutting down 
the trees. 7 

Saws driven by power machines 
have been used with success in cer- 
tain forests. The machines can cut 
with great speed, and are helpful in 
felling redwood, yellow pine, pon- 
derosa pine and other kinds of trees, | 
Sawing by power machine is not near- | 
ly so common, however, as the use of 
the hand-worked saw. 

Lumberjacks know very closely the 
direction in which the tree will fall. 
They may know so certainly that a} 
stake can be placed in the ground at 
a spot they point out, and when the 
tree falls it will drive the stake clear 
down into the ground. The secret is 
knowledge of how the position of the 
notch and the direction of the sawing 
will work to make the tree fall in a@ 
certain direction. 

It is important to know just whe 
the tree will fall. Otherwise one 0 
more of the workers might suffer deat 
or injury.
